PACIFIC NORTHWEST SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS 
The first regular meeting was held on May 3 at Seattle 
Wash A paper was read by Capt. J. F. Pratt, of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, on ‘Photographic Surveying,’ 
which was illustrated with views and charts. The method 
of photographic surveying is used to a large extent in Can 
ada; the United States have used it with good results in 
southeastern Alaska, especially in surveying the moun 
tainous coast districts along Bering Sea. Captain Pratt 
laid particular stress on the cheapness of this method of 

urveying. In many cases, where ordinary surveys were 
absolutely prohibited by their cost, the camera could be 
used for extensive surveys at very small cost as compared 
with other methods This fact should secure it an ex 
tensive application for surveys of large areas, especially 
on preliminary surveys. The speaker described the in 
struments used by the government for photographic sur 
veying.—-Secy., Geo. F. Cotterill. 

RAILWAY SIGNALING CLUB.—At the meeting held in 
Chicago, May 13 a paper was presented by Mr. C, O 
Tilton (C., M. & St. P. Ry.), on “Interlocking Construc 
tion and Specifications."’ An abstract of this paper wa 
given in our issue of May 15. In the discussion attention 
was called to the fact that the club has not yet carried out 
its intention of preparing standard specifications, and Mr. 
Gillingham (Hall Signal Co.), thought the matter should 
be taken up again. Mr. Tilton and Mr. Elliott (C., M. & 
St. P. Ry.) approved of grouping the levers for each road, 
to save the time lost by the signalmen in walking from 
lever to lever. In a large plant this may enable one 
man to be dispensed with, but Mr. Christofferson (C. G 
W. Ry.) thought that at small plants the signal levers 
should be at each end, with the switch and locking levers 
between. The recommendations of the paper as to the use 
of concrete foundations for pipe carriers, ete., and the 
elimination of selectors were generally approved. Mr 
Elliott explained the new standard form of double-arm 
signal for junctions, in which the arm of the high-speed 
route is 27 ft. above the rails, while the arm for the low 
speed or diverging route is much smaller and is only 1 
ft. above the rail. 

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE 
OF ELECTRICAL. ENGINEERS.—The annual meeting ot 
the American Institute of Electrical Engineers was held 
on the evening of May 20 in the house of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, 12 West Slst St., New 
York. After the meeting was opened by President Stein- 
metz, Secretary Pope presented the report of the Board 
of Directors. Within the year past, Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
donated to the society a sum of over $7,000, the equivalent 
of the value of the Latimer Clark Library, which had been 
presented to the Institute by Dr. Schuyler 8. Wheeler 
The financial condition of the Institute is very good, even 
aside from these gifts, and has improved during the year 
The total membership of the society is at present 1,540, 
of whom 405 are members and 1,142 are associates, there 
being two honorary members. During the year, in con 
nection with the regular monthly meetings held in New 
York, four local meetings were held at Chicago and two at 
Minneapolis. Preparations are being made for local meet 
ings next season at Cincinnati and St. Louis. The report 
of Treasurer Hamilton was also presented. 

The tellers then announced the result of the election of 
officers for the coming year. The following were elected: 
President, Chas. F. Scott; Vice-Presidents, C. O. Mailleux, 
Bion J. Arnold, Schuyler 8S. Wheeler; Managers, Townseud 
Wolcott, G. 8. Dunn, E. H. Mullin and Chas. A, Terry 
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The treasurer and the secretary were continued in office 

Two papers were presented to the society, both of which 
related to the use of alternating current motors on elec- 
tric railways in Europe. There was extended discussion 
on these papers, which continued to a late hour. Space 
compels us to defer our report of this to a following issue 

NEW YORK RAILROAD CLUB.—The meeting of May 
15 was the occasion of the celebration of the 30th anni- 
versary of the club's existence, as noted in advance in 
Engineering News of May 8. The attendance at the meet- 
ing was unusually large. The speaker of the evening was 
Mr. M. N. Forney, one of the pioneer members of the 
club, and well known to railroad men throughout the coun- 
try The present year is the 50th anniversary of the be- 
ginning of Mr. Forney’s career, since in April, 1852, he 
entered the locomotive building shop of Ross Winans, in 
Baltimore, as an apprentice The present occasion was 
therefore an altogether fitting one for Mr. Forney’s ad- 
dress, which had as its theme ‘‘Reminiscences of Half a 
Century.”’ 

Mr. Forney first alluded briefly to the early days of the 
New York Railroad Club. It was formed in 1872 by local 
members of the Master Car Builders’ .Association, for 
mutual improvement, being thus in its origin an offshoot 
of that organization. Its first home was at 111 Liberty 
St., and the club ran the usual course of young and weak 
societies. The interest of the members was, however, 
much aided in growth during those early days by oc- 
casional papers read before the club by men like Prof. 
Thurston, Mr. Geo. Westinghouse, Prof. Wood, of Stev- 
ens Institute, and Mr. Wm. Coleman Sellers. Mr. Forney 
himself began his career, as already stated, as a shop 
apprentice in 1852. At that time the Winans shops em- 
ployed about 400 men, and practically the entire output 
was the camel type of locomotive. Going back 20 years 
in time, Mr. Forney traced out the steps in the evolution 
of the camel engine. Beginning with the engine which 
Peter Cooper built in 1831 and the Baltimore & Ohio 
competition of the same year, he led up to the deveiop- 
ment of the grasshopper type of locomotive, then Gilling- 
ham & Winans’ crab engines, and, in the middle of the 
‘0's, Winans’ camel engines. This bit of early history 
of American locomotives the lecturer illustrated by many 
views and drawings Some years after this time, Mr. 
Forney entered the employ of the Baltimore & Ohio Ry., 
for whom he designed a new type of ten-wheel engine. 
After this he went to Chicago, to the Illinois Central Ry., 
where he remained three years. It was here that he was 
led to develop the type of engine that is known by his 
name, Mr. Forney spoke in interesting manner about the 
origin of his idea and his subsequent struggle for its in- 
troduction on the elevated railroads in New York city. 
In this struggle he finally succeeded, and in the 30 years 
since then ‘all their trains have been hauled by Forney 
locomotives, until at the present time electric traction is 
sending them to the scrapheap. From the Illinois Cen- 
tral Ry. Mr. Forney came to the ‘Railroad Gazette,’’ in 
New York, and for many years afterward was engaged 
in technical journalism. Out of his experiences here he 
recounted three or four as being closely connected with 
the development of practical railroading in the last few 
decades. In his concluding remarks, Mr. Forney gave a 
striking illustration of the development of the locomotive 
in the past 70 years. In the Baltimore & Ohio competi- 
tion of 1831 the conditions called for a maximum weight 
of engine of 344 tons, a load of 15 tons and a speed of 15 
miles per hour, which figures give an excellent idea of the 
state of the art at that time. In 1852 the camel engines 
built by Winans weighed 24 to 25 tons. In the inter- 
vening 20 years, then, the weight of locomotives had in- 
creased by an average of one ton per year. In 1902 we 
have locomotives weighing 130 tons; in other words, dur- 
ing the 30 years between 1852 and 1902 the average in- 
crease was two tons per year. Should the rate again 
double, we would in 1852 have engines weighing over 300 
tons—an interesting subject for speculation. 
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NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES.—The May ‘‘Harper’’ has sev- 
eral articles of scientific interest. Prof. Raymond Dodge, 
of the Psychological Laboratory at Wesleyan University, 
writes on “‘The Act of Vision."’ The explorations of Sven 
Hedin in Central Asia are described by Dr. J. Scott 
Keltie, and the destroyers of sea food fishes are the sub- 
ject of a paper by W. C. MelIntosh. 

The popular belief that the moon is a dead planet may 
have to be revised, according to a paper by Professor 
Pickering, of Harvard, in the May ‘“‘Century.’" He gives 
evidence which tends to show the presence of snow or 
hoar frost on parts of the moon's surface. Of course, the 
proof is not absolute, but it is receiving the careful at- 
tention of astronomers. In the same magazine Professor 
Scripture, of Yale, describes experiments in magnifying 
the voice vibrations recorded on a gramaphone plate and 
studying their form. 

An account of the curious salt-producing works at 
Salton, Cal., 264 ft. below sea level, is found in the 
“World's Work.’’ A marsh, a thousand acres in extent, is 
covered with a salt crust 10 to 20 ins. thick, which is 
reformed as soon as it is removed by the outflow of salt 
springs in the sides of the valley. Perhaps the most im- 
portant article in this magazine is the finegly illustrated 


description of Stanford University and its President, Dr. 
David Starr Jordan. 

The ‘National Magazine’’ for May contains a defence of 
the Mandingo route for an Isthmian ship canal, written 
by Senator Scott, of West Virginia, and by Chas. H. 
Spencer, Business Manager of the ‘‘American Isthmus 
Ship Canal Co.,’’ which we suppose to be the name of the 
concern which is trying to force the scheme on the at- 
tention of Congress. It gives one a pain to see the testi- 
monials of engineers printed in support of this quixotic 
enterprise, 

“Our New Navy” is the title of an article by Admiral 
Geo. W. Melville in the May ‘‘Review of Reviews.’’ The 
article is not alone a popular exposition of recent progress 
in building up the navy, but advances some interesting 
ideas on disputed topics in warship design. For example, 
the Admiral thinks that thinner armor might be used on 
battleships and the weight thus saved could be devoted to 
strengthening the armament. He believes that mere abil- 
ity to resist penetration has been given too high a value 
by naval experts; and that vessels will be frequently dis- 
abled in battle from the mere shock of impact of heavy 
projectiles. 

The May ‘‘Forum’’ is unusually full of articles inter- 
esting to engineers. Prof. A. D. F. Hamlin, of the Col- 
umbia School of Architecture, writes on ‘‘Our Public Un- 
tidiness,"’ and makes a savage arraignment of American 
municipal housekeeping. There is much truth, if some 
exaggeration, in what he says, and the paper is worth 
careful reading. The results of irrigation in Arizona and 
New Mexico are described by Mr. Robert M. Barker, and 
‘Forestry in America’’ is the subject of a paper by Mr. 
J. Russell Smith. 

In the ‘“‘North American Review’’ for May we find a 
paper by Senator Morgan on the ‘‘Choice of Isthmian Cana) 
Routes,’’ which is, we need hardly say, an argument for 
Nicaragua, The two points on which the Senator lays 
greatest stress—and they are points which certainly de- 
serve fair consideration—are the unhealthful conditions at 
Panama and the advantage of Nicaragua for sailing ves- 
sels. As we have before stated, this last point has always 
seemed to us to deserve more attention than was accorded 
it by the Isthmian Canal Commission. Any one who looks 
carefully into the revolution which the large size schooner 
is bringing about in ocean transportation must admit that 
the last has not yet been heard of the sailing vessel on the 
high seas. We cannot say as much, however, in defence 
of another argument of the Senator’s, which is based on 
the idea that the Conchuda Dam, on the Nicaragua route, 
is a much simpler and less doubtful engineering problem 
than the Bohio Dam, at Panama. Engineers do, indeed, 
differ as to the best design for the Bohio Dam, but all 
agree that it is perfectly practicable to build a safe and 
secure structure there. On the whole, we commend Sena- 
tor Morgan's paper to the careful study of those who are 
without prejudice and desire to hear the arguments in 
favor of each route. 

Turning to ‘‘Scribner's’’ for this month, we find another 
paper by a United States Senator, this time on a subject 
relating to commerce rather than engineering. The writer 
is Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, and his subject is the eco- 
nomic situation and future of Russia. 

“Higher Commercial Education’’ is the title of a paper 
by Mr. J. Lawrence Laughlin in the ‘‘Atlantic,’”’ and it is 
one of the most helpful things that have been published 
on this much discussed topic. Mr. Laughlin warns against 
the danger of making these commercial schools too purely 
utilitarian and neglecting to educate students in breadth 
of thought and general culture. 

The English reviews for April (‘‘Nineteenth Century,” 
and ‘‘Contemporary’’) are chiefly con- 
cerned with British political matters. ‘‘Industrial Trusts 
and National Prosperity” is the title of a Fortnightly” 
paper, which we commend to the attention of those who 
care to see how our recent craze for consolidations strikes 
an impartial outsider. ‘‘America and the Alliance”’ is the 
title of the opening paper in the same magazine, the author 
of which labors through several pages to prove what no 
one doubts, that the United States will not concern itself 
with any commercial questions in China to the extent of 
engaging in actual warfare. 

A correspondent in the West calls our attention to an 
article in ‘‘Pearson’s'’ for May entitled ‘‘Analyzing Mo- 
tion.’ It describes the researches of Professor Marey, of 
Paris, in analyzing the motions of animals with the aid of 
instantaneous photography. One of the illustrations is 
of a flying pigeon, and the motion is said to resemble a 
screw propeller. Our correspondent fails to see the re- 
semblance and so do we. Another shows a cat held feet 
upward and allowed to drop to the floor from a height of 
2 ft. The photographs are said to show how the cat 
manages to turn in the air and light on its feet. Evi- 
denily it does it, and our correspondent asks how. The 
photographs printed are too dim to give an explanation, 
and we suggest that he try the experiment on a cat

LUMBER MILLS.—Mexico.—A report from Austin, Tex., 
states that the John H. Kirby Lumber Co., a Texas 
corporation, with a capital stock of $15,000,000, is ex- 
tending its operations into Mexico, with a view of controll- 
ing the lumber trade of that country. (In addition to its 
agencies in all of the principal cities of Mexico, it will 
establish a number of lumber mills in the Pine Tree 
regions of the Sierra Madres. 

RAILWAY STATION.—Leipsic, Germany.—Reports state 
that the municipality of Leipsic has approved a contract of 
the Prussian and Saxon State Railroads for the construc- 
tion of a central railway station at Leipsic, to cost about 
¥20,000,006, of which the city pays about $4,000,000. The 
state railways administration is projecting new stations 
in other cities, including one for Homburg, to cost about 
$1,100,000. Herr Thielen, Prussian Minister Pub. Wks., 
Kerlin; Herr Schroeder, Ch. Constn. Dept. Royal State 
Rys., Berlin; H. F. K. von Kirchbach, Gen. Dir. Saxony 
State Rys., Dresden, Germany. 

MINING, ETC.—Norway.—The Dunderland Iron Ore Co., 
Ltd., recently incorporated with a capital of $10,000,000 
by Sir David Dale, West Lodge, Darlington, Eng., and 
Jos, Lawrence, M. P., London, proposes to build a plant 
on the west coast of Norway, near Mo, designed by Thos. 
0. Edison, of Menlo Park, N. J., U. S. A., to concentrate 
about 1,500,000 tons of crude ore and provide tons of bri- 
quettes per annum. Electric power plants are to be 
built and a railway constructed from the mines to the 
coast. Work on the latter will begin at once by Ameri- 
can engineers at a cost of about $1,000,000, as noted in 
recent issues of our paper. 


RAILWAY.—Turkey.—An imperial iradé has authorized 
the Turkish government to purchase the Kaiffa-Damascus 
Ry., the concession for which was originally granted to 
‘. R. Pilling, who has transferred his rights to an Eng- 
lish company. The concession is for a line 157 miles 
long, of which only seven have been built. The iradé 
fixes the price for the repurchase at £T.155,000, payable 
in monthly instalments in two years by drafts on the 
aghnams or sheep tax. The government intends to make 
this line a branch of the Hedjaz Ry., and to build a harbor 
at Kaiffa, enabling vessels of heavy draft to come along- 
side the quays. If this intention be carried out, the Hed- 
jaz Ry. will have two termini on the sea, one at Beirut 
and the other at Kaiffa. 

ELECTRIC RAILWAY.—Spain.—U. S. Consul Ridgely, 
of Malaga, Spain, reports that the Orense & Vigo Ry. Co. 
is considering plans for applying electrical traction not 
ouly to its line from Vigo to Orense, 82% miles, but also 
to all the various lines of the province of Galicia. The 
power will be secured from a water fall. American ma- 
chinery and rolling stock is understood to stand in high 


favor with street railway people in Spain Mr. Ridgely 
also says that there should be a good opportunity for an 
electric road in Toulouse, France, with a population of 
175,000, There is an extensive system operated by horse 
power. An American electrical engineer is now making 
surveys for the proposed electric railway from Malaga, 
Spain, to the nearby villages.

road will form a new and direct line between the City of 
Mexico and Tampico, through a section of Mexico which is 
now without railway facilities. -The Mexican government 
has granted a concession to Antonio Bulnes, of Merida, 
state of Yucatan, for the building of a system of railway 
in southeastern Mexico. The road will run from Merida 
to Pichucalco, in the state of Chiapas, with several branch 
lines to agriculutral districts The governor of the state 
of Durango, Mex., is at the head of a movement to secure 
the building of water-works for that city. 

RAILWAY.—West Australia.—John Muir, Inspector of 
Engineering Surveys to the Government of West Australia, 
Perth, W. A., has submitted a report regarding the pro 
posed railway from Kalgoorlie to the South Australian 
border, about 1,000 miles, to cost about $20,000,000. One 
of the drawbacks to the project is the dearth of water in 
the interior of Australia. Mr. Muir's figures for the con- 
struction, etc., of the West Australian section (475 miles) 
are put at $8,150,000, made up as follows: Fencing, $35,- 
O00; telegraph, $175,000; grading, $550,000; bridges, ete. 
$325,000; ballast and plate laying, $1,380,000; stations, 
$450,000; maintenance, $150,000; sleepers and timber, $1,- 
500,000; water supply, $900,000; rails and fastenings, $2, 
150,000; rolling stock, $600,000.

RAILWAY, ETC.—Mexico.—Reports state that the grad 
ing outfit of Hampson & Smith will immediately begin the 
construction of the Mexican Central's line between San 
Pedro and Trevino. This line will serve to connect the 
Monterey & Mexican Gulf R. R., recently purchased by the 
Mexican Central, with the main line at Gomez Palacio 
Chicago and other American capitalists have just bought 
another large tract of land in the state of Campeche, pen- 
insula of Yucatan, making their entire holding now some 
2,000,000 acres. John R. Markley, of Chicago, represents 
the syndicate here. Henry W. Goodrich, of New York, 
legal counsel of a syndicate formed in that city to buy 
water powers in this country is here. His principals have 
bought the water power in the state of Mexico, which will 
furnish light and power to the city of Toluca, several 
mines, etc. 

RAILWAY.—Mexico.—A report from Austin, Tex., states 
that the authoritative announcement was made May 13 by 
H. R. Nickerson, Gen. Mgr. Mexican Central R. R., that 
his company proposes to build a line from Mexico City to 
the port of Tampico, where connection will be made with 
the Gulf division and the San Luis Potosi line. He says 
that engineers are now in the field to determine the best 
route. As now contemplated, the line will be built from 
Echeria, a small town near the capital, to Apula, and 
from there to Tampico. Mr. Nickerson said that in ad- 
dition to building this line between the City of Mexico and 
Tampico, it is proposed to immediately build a line from 
Treyino to San Pedro, about 200 miles, and to extend the 
Guadalajara line to the port of Manzanillo, on the Pacific 
coast, aS soon as a route can be selected which will avoid 
the Colima volcano. 

CANAL IMPROVEMENTS.—France.—U. S. Consul Cov- 
ert, of Lyons, France, reports that a few months ago the 
government appointed a commission to consider the ex- 
pediency of beginning work on theeproject of deepening, 
broadening and connecting the varidus water ways of 
France. The commission reported favorably upon the pro- 
ject, and recommended that $128,045,850 be spent. A bill 
to carry out the plan was passed in the lower house, after 
the amount of money involved had been augmented to 
$134,993,850. The Senate may add to or subtract from this 
sum. Engineers express the opinion that the improve- 
ments projected will cost about 30% more than the sum 
appropriated, and that the gross expenses of the work 
will be about $190,000,000. It is altogether probable that 
the river improvements will be commenced within the next 
year. The Ponts et Chaussees, the engineering department 
of the state, will prepare the plans for the improvements, 
and sealed proposals will be called for from all the coun- 
tries of the world. The River Loire and portions of the 
Rhone, Seine, and Saéne will be dredged and deepened, 
and a number of small canals will be cut connecting cities 
and rivers. American who are engaged in such enter- 
prises should have some one in Paris to look after their 
interests in this connection. 

PUBLIC WORKS.—Brazil.—Under the supervision of the 
different ministries named, the following operations have 
been authorized by the National Congress: Ministry of 
Marine—To construct on trial a submarine vessel of na- 
tional design or invention the plans of which, when sub 
mitted to competent authorities, shall be recognized as 
likely to have good results. Ministry of War—The con- 
tinuation of the surveys for the construction of a railway 
between Parana and Matto Grosso, which will be con- 
structed under the orders of military engineers by the 
national troops. Ministry of Public’ Works—To construct 
a number of important telegraph lines; to spend not more 
than $300,000 for propagandas of Brazilian agricultural 
and mineral products abroad; to reorganize the maritime 
service in charge of the Lloyd Brazileiro, obtaining a re- 
duction in freight rates for the transportation of national 
products. The company that shall undertake this service 
will be*required to furnish, if necessary, with a 10 days’ 
notice, an extra boat for the transportation of goods; to 
renew the contract, without increase of expenditure, with 
the Companhia Pernambucana de Navegacao; to come to 
an agreement with the Companhia Amazonas to estab- 
lish a maritime service from Arajuary to Oyapoe; to con- 
struct the extension of the railway line from Silva Xavier 
to Curvello and the conclusion of the substitution of the 
wide gage for the narrow-gage track to Sao Paulo. The 
funds for these purposes, 1,500 contos for the former and 
1,000 contos for the latter, to be taken from the net rev- 
enues of the Central of Brazil Ry., which is Federal prop- 
erty; to extend the period for the completion of the Mog- 


yana Ry., works on the section from Araguary to Catalao 
The period for the completion of the first section of the 
railroad from Catalao to Palmas by the Mogyana Ry.
